The effort was completely and aeeur 
ately estimated by a chance remark 
heart! on the way home: 
"It was an in­ 
genious speech.” 
It must have been 
gall and wormwood to the old war horses 
of the t row Wing democracy to be told 
that they did not know whether Dem. 
stood for democrat or demijohn. 
But 
they hail to take it because Johnson was 
<>ut for the republican votes. 
However 
he established his right to the title of 
democrat by his ability to straddle on 
every conceivable state is ue except the 
one issue that he w anted to be governor.

D unn did, to vote for it. S u ch a course 
m ight lose him th e support of J. J. H ill’s 
St. Paul G lobe and Tom Low ry’s M inn e­ 
apolis Times. 
H is failure to say one 
word in regard to the fact that tho im ­ 
portant question is to be decided by the 
people them selves at the com in g elec­ 
tion is certainly 
as significant as the 
alleged failure of the republicans to re­ 
solve in their platform on a question 
they had already subm itted to th e peo­ 
ple. 
Mr. J oh nson is a good story teller. 
A s a shining lig h t at dollar dinners he 
surpasses D unn. 
B u t his speech was a 
d istinct disappointm ent to any republi­ 
can seeking to know if there was any 
good reason w hy the adm inistration of 
the state of M innesota should be turned 
over to the dem ocratic party. 
In 
Riot 
the dem ocratic party was tho family 
skeleton and w as 
kept in the clo set as 
closely as possible. 
Mr. Johnson likened the present situ ­ 
ation iii M innesota politics to F ran ce at 
tile beginning of the revolution,, castin g 
Bob 
Dunn in th e 
role of L ouis F o u r­ 
teenth. 
M odesty on his part forbid him 
nam ing him self 
as the Napoleon 
who 
was to becom e th e dictator of th e d es­ 
tinies of the fair state, but such was the 
only logical conclusion of his 
rem arks 
and such ev id en tly his ardent 
hope. 
Roosevelt and h is big club never hinted 
imperialism half so broadly as did J o h n ­ 
son when he pier! to be put in th e place 
he had likened to that of Napoleon. 


(J. D. Johnson, the popular d ru ggist 
won the applause of the evening in in ­ 
troducing the .speaker and 
in 
h is elo­ 
q uen t tribute to th e Johnson fam ily and 
tho m em bers present in particular. 
He 
even had the forbearance to refrain from 
alluding to “too m uch Johnson.” 
Cleve Van 
D yke delivered 
an old 
fashioned d em ocratic speech and 
Mr. 
Johnson was very ill at ease d uring its 
delivery. 
Mr. Van Dyke was not billed 
here and it was evidently no part of the 
Johnson 
plan th a t ho should uncover 
the am bushed dem ocratic pit falls un­ 
der the 
J oh n son nonpartisan 
brush. 


His sp eech cleared away any lingering 
doubt regarding the m asked attacks on 
Senators N elson 
and ( ’lapp, as 
well as 
on the protective system . 
W ould be L ieutenant Governor W in ­ 
ston 
is evidently taken along to give 
dignity to the party and to catch the 
soldier vote. 
His talk was m ediocre in 
tho extrem e.
